Crane and Anderson, was laid on 
the table pending the hearing of 
the views of the property owners 
on the streets in question. 

A bid had been received for the 
painting of the signes near the 
school on the highway, of $26 and 
the chief of police was directed to 
have the work done at once.

N THESE days with hundreds of 
varieties of soups that come to 
us canned and ready to reheat and 
serve, one is hard to suit who can- 


not find one to serve for any oc- 
easion. For those who prefer to 
prepure their own soups, as most 


eooks do, except in emergency, the 
following good one will warm and 
satisfy: 

Tomato Bisque.—Cook three cup- 
fuls of tomatoes with one bay leaf, 
four cloves, one-half an onion, two 
teaspoonfuls of sugar ten minutes, 
then strain, add one-fourth tea- 
spoonful of soda and two cupfuls 
of white sauce. Serve at once witb 
croutons. To prepare the white 
sauce take one and one-half table 
spoonfuls of vegetable oil, one ta- 
blespoonful of minced onion, one 
tablespoonful of cornstarch, one- 
half teaspoonful of salt. one cupful 
of milk and pepper to taste.

Anglers for Big Fish 
Electrocute Their Prey 

Tuna fish, weighing up to 300 
pounds, are not caught in nets oft 
the coast of Mexico, but are electro- 
cuted once they are firmly hooked. 
Some of the tuna boats are equipped 
with 110-volt direct current. On one 
side of the eircuit is attached a 
small steel plate, which is thrown 
into the water alongside the ship. 
The other side of the circuit is car- 
ried to the steel hook through a 
small insulated wire, Once the huge 
tuna is hooked a switch on board 
is closed, sending sufficient current 
to the fish to stun it. 

The same equipment has been 
tried successfully on large swordfish, 
weigh ne from 300 to 1,000 pounds, 
which usually require seven to eight 
hours to land. Using electricity 
shortens the time to five minutes. 
As soon as the stunned fish is 
brought alongside it.is killed before 
it recovers.
